Ottawain Mourning—- Programme or 
the Macdonald Obsequles.

Everywhere are 
seen signs of the general sorrow felt at 
the loss the nation has sustained in the 
death of Sir John Macdonald. Flags 
are flying at half-mast from ‘public 
buildings and many private houses.

The state 
funeral will leave the Parliament 
buildings at 1 o’clock on Weduesday 
afternoon for St. Alban’s Church and 
thence to the station, whence the body 
will be conveved to Kingston. The 
body willlie in state atthe City Hall 
in Kiogston until Thursday noon, 
when the interment will take place, 

Deep sympathy 1s expressed for Lady 
Macdonald, and messages of sympathy 
and condolence are pouring in from 
every quarter of the globe. 

In every church in the city today 
lengthy references were made to the 
deceased statesman. Arrangements 
are made to fire minute guns here and 
in every city in Canada on Wednesday 
during the progress of the funeral. 
The ex-cabinet ministers met this 
afternoon when Sir John Thomson 
arrived from Montreal, whither he had 
gone to visit his little daughter who is 
seriously ill. It was decided to give 
the Premier a state funeral. 

Queen Victoria today cabled the 
Governor-General that she is deeply 
pained toslearn of Sir Jobn’s death, 
which she regarded as a great loss to 
Canada and the sovereign. Her Maj- 
esty extended heartfelt sympathy to 
Lady Macdonald.

A VETERAN’S VIEWS ON THE 
SANTA MONICA HOME, 


He Thinks all the Old Soldiers Should 
be Sent to Southern Call- 
fornia to Pass their Re- 
maining Days. 


A visit to the branch Soldiers’ Home, near 
Santa Monica, will soon convince one that 
the old boys are about the happiest class of 
people in Southern California, asa rule. Of 
course there are some kickers, but taken as 
a whole, they are perfectiy contented. with 
a few exceptions, and the principal kick is 


because all the old soldiers in the United 


States cannot be with them. 

am surprised,” said one old vet“ who 
has lived in almost every Home in the 
country, and knows whereof he speaks, 
“that no one has ever advocated bringing 
all of us to this, the garden spot ot the 
world, I know that the Homes back East 
have cost a great deal of money, and there 
would be a general howl trom a certain 
class of peopie if we should even suggest 
removing the inmates to this Home, but the 
Government can do it, and the saving in 
keeping up one Home would soon make it 
au object. The buildings now in use could 
be converted into something eise, and there 
are a thousand good reasons why we should 
be given the best country in the land to pass 


fellows who are full of pains and aches, 
crushed bones and rheumatism, ‘The severe 
Climate of the Kast is killing my old eom- 
rades off by the thousand in spite of all 
thatcan be done by the managers of the 
Homes and the Government to keep us 
alive. When I came out here, about a year 
ago, | was on my last legs, leg I should say, 
tot 1 have but one, and had 1 remained 
back there six months longer [ would be in 
my grave today instead of being a compara- 
tively healthy man, No one will ever 
know how we suffer from the cold winters 
in the East, for, as a rule, a soldier is the 
last person in the world to complain. 
We suffered too much during the war 
to complain about a little cold, 
but we are not 80 young as we were 
then, and the people who are now ag 
what we fought for should do the * ing 
for us. One would be surprised to know 
how many of the inmates of the eastern 
Homes are dying with consumption, and 
as this is the only country in the world that 


easy, the Government sheuld get them all 
out here as soon as possible. There is not 
au old soldier in one of the eastern Homes 
who would not giadly come out here if he 
could, and as it is in the power of the peo- 
ple to make us all happy, there should not 
be a moment’s delay in mak e change, 
The old fellows should not be com- 
pelled to remain in the East another 
winter, and if there is noother way to set- 
tle the question, Congress should be con- 
vened by the President as soon as possible 
to put this through, Mr. Harrison has just 
been out here, and if he wants to hold ollice 
another term, I know of nothing that will 
give him such a boost as a strong effort to 
bring tnis about. Old soldiers don't do much 
talking as a rule, but this matter has been 
talked overto a considerable extent, and 
any number of letters hava been writ- 
ten to the soldiers in eastern Homes, telling 
them what a glorious 1 this is, and that 
is the reason why applications are coming 
in so fast that this Home cannot accommo- 
date the old fellows who are e fying 
for a cot.in the oniy home in the worl 
know there are some Homes, with prettier 
grounds than ours, and all that kind 
of thing, but if there is another spot under 
the sun where the old boys can peg around 
every day in the year and — ¥ the fresh 
air, | have failed to find it, and everybody 
that knows auythiug aboutsoldiers is aware 
that they like to get as much outdoor exer- 
cise as possible, and that is denied them 
back East, for they are housed up from six 
to eight months a year, and it is a shame. 
There is not a Congressman in the 
United States that would not vote 
for the change if the matter were 
put to him in the proper light. This matter 
is important enougb. for a special session, 
for another winter inthe East means the 
death of hundreds who might live for years 
if they could only be brought here at once. 
There is toom enough here for all the old 
soldiers in the land if the Government will 
only put up buildings enough, and 1 am 
sure that the kind people of Southern Cali- 
fornia will furnish real estate enough if the 
Government will only stand in. I hope

DAVIS ON MAXWELL. 


The Director-General’s Views 
on His Appointment. 


ADMITS HE MADE A MISTAKE. 


What ie Necessary to Secure the 
Correction of the Blunder—Never 
Saw the Man Before He 

was Appointed. 


Director-General Davis of the World’s 
Fair was interviewed in Chicago a few days 
ago by a well-known Los Angeles railroad 


man regarding the appointment of Walter 
S. Maxwell. 


It is true that I have appointed Mr. Max- 


woll.“ said Mr. Davis, “but from all ac- 


counts I have made a mistake, I have beast 


flooded with letters and telegrams protest 
ing against Maxwell's appointment, bu 
strange to say, nothing la in shape to be 
used before the commission. If the people 
of California, and especially Southern Cal- 
ifornia, are so bitterly opposed to Maxwell, 
and they seem to be, they should have. 
appointed a committee some time ago an 
sent them on with power to appear 1 
the commission and set forth their objec- 
tions in regular form. The letters, tele- 
grams and resolutions by boards of trades, 
etc., that have been sent to me, are not ar- 
raged for the commigsion and I cannot pre- 
sent them, and your people should not ask 
me to do so, as I have appointed Mr. Maw 
well and cannot consistently go ih before 
the commissioners and make a fight against 
him. If the people of California will put 
their letters, charges, resolutions, etc., in 
proper shape and present them to the com- 
missioners through the proper committee, a 
new light may be thrown on the affair.” 

Did you ever see Maxwell?“ asked the 
railroad man. 

“No, I have never seen him, but he should 
be here very soon now. From all accounts, 
he is a dude and has but one idea in his 
head. I am also informed that he has 
never had au opportunity to display any 
executive ability if he possesses such a 
quality and they say he kuows absolutely 
nothing about horticulture. He may be a 
good man, but his appointment has raised a 


terrible row and Lam sure 1 want to do 


what is right in the matter.” 

A committee will be sent to Chicago from 
California to put the matter in ow shape 
before the committee, and it is a foregone 
conclusion, almost, that Maxwell will never 
take bis seat. ‘The committee will be 
armed with petitions, letters, and the reso- 
lutions recentiy adopted by the various 
boards of trade, chambers of commerce and 
other organizations, adopted during the 
past few weeks. Almost all these resolu- 
tions. or their substance, have been sent to 
Mr. Davis, but he cannot use them, as he 
says, because he has already made the ap- 
pointment, and certified copies should be 
secured at once and placed iu the handsof . 
the committee so that they will know what 
they are doing. 

It has been held out by Maxwell’s friends, 
and those who have his fight in hand, thas 
if he is pulled down Mr. Davis will give 
the appointment to an eastern man. ‘This 
is all nonsense. He adwits in the above 
interview that he never saw Maxwell, and 
knew nothing about him until after the ap- 
pointment was made. ‘Through some trick - 
ery, Mr. Davis, who is a level-headed man, 
and will not kuowingly do wrong, was led 
to believe that Maxwell was the choice of 
California, but now that his eyes have been 
opened, he will be only too glad to, rectify 
the blunder, and appoint a man that will be 
satisfactory to the whole of Oalifornia. A6 
he says, however. it must be done in a cor- 
rect ie and the whole thing now rests 
with the California committee,

A FLAT REBUKE. 

The Sacramento Kecord-U nion of Sunday 

says, editorially: 


“The State Horticultural Society is com- 

sed wholly of men who know much about. 

ortioulture. They are not merely theoreti- 
cal in their knowledge, but eminently prac- 
tical. Every member bas to do practically 
with fruit-growivg and more or 
tess extensively. The body is thoroughly 
representative, and the acreage, fruit-ship- 
ping interests and capital for which the 
membership stands, if stated in figures, 
would be found to be astonishingly large. 


At its recent monthly meeting this as- 


sociation, in which personal ambitions and 
political complexions cut no figure, was 
called upon to voice the wishes and judg- 
ment of the fruit-growers of Oalifornia, as 
to who should be recommended for the 
chiefship of the horticultural department 
of the World’s Columbian Fair to be held 
at Chicago in 1893. The association did not 
hesitate. Four names were before the body 
for indorsement. It being sown that Gen. 
Chipman aud Mr. Kimball would not 
contest for the place and had  with- 
drawn their names from consideration, 
the society proceeded to vote unanimously 
tor J. de Barth Shorb of Los Angeles for 
the position of trust named. 


“It is significant that Maxwell, the per- 


sonal candidate, who has striven for the th 
place in and out of season, did not receive b 
vote. The truth is, he is so unsuited for thé 
position, and his selection would be such a 
travesty upon good judgment. that the Hor- 
ticultural Society did not propose to make 
an exhibition of itself by even considering 
Maxwell a candidate. 

The vote can be looked upon in no other 
light than that of a rebuke. It is a rebuke 
to impertinénce which pushes in where it 
has no warrantto tread. It \s a rebuke 
that should result in the withdrawal of 
Maxwell's name, but since he has the assur- 
ance to sspire to direct à department for 
which he is not fitted by experience, nat- 
ural ability or study, it is not to be expected 
that modesty will ali at once ssess him. 
The action of the Horticultural Association 
shouid have, and it may be reasonably ex- 
pected that it will have, a direct and poten- 
tial influence upon the authority that is to 
confirm wheever is finaily chosen to the 
headship of the department,

ALMOST A FATAL DISASTER AT 
WESTLAKE PARK.

Rescued by the Prompt Action of 
Secretary Howard, of the Park 
Commission—An Ex- 
citing Incident. 


Secretary Howard, the big blonde secre- 
tary of the Park Uommissioners, who on 


Sundays officiates as custodian of the Wes 
lake Park bo.thouse, distinguished himsealf 


yesterday afternoon by saving five buman 
lives, which, but for his presence of mind 
and promptitude of action, would certainly 
bave been lost in the cool, but somewhat 
murky, water of the lake. 

Shortly after 3 o’clock in the afternoon a 


small party, consisting of two elegantly 
dressed-jadies, two young gentiemen, and a 


baby, hired a sailing boat; but from the 
manner in which they started out it was ap- 
parent that neither of the gentleman had 
much experience in the handling of a craft 
of that kind. As the vessel giided out upon 
the lake, the whole party huddled together 
in the stern, until her bows were almost 
completely out of water; but no particular 
attention was paid. to thelr movements. 
Scarcely had the little yacht reached the 
center of the lake, however, than she keeled 
over slightly to the breeze, and almost im- 
mediately the water rushed in over 
her depressed stern and sunk her. 
The shrieks of the frightened women and 
the shouts of the men as they were im: 
mersed in the cold water, attracted the at- 
tention of the crowds on the hanks, and a 
scene of grvat exvitement ensued. A youth 
who sat in a skiff about tea feet from his 
strug ling fellow-creatures, lost his head 
completely, and instead of rowing to their 
assistance he dropped his oars and com- 
menced shouting 2 help.

A DOZEN years ago, it was thought 
that the orange would grow anywhere 
in Southern California. So it will; but 
it was soon found that there is a dif- 
ference between growing oranges for 
ornament and as a commercial propo- 
sition. It was discovered that the land 
upon which oranges might safely be 
grown for the market was confined to 
certain belts, combining advantages of 
soil and climate that make perfect 
_ citrus conditions. Of late there has 
been observable a tendency to go off to 
an extreme in the other direction and 
make out that there are only a few 
shousand acres of good orange land in 
California. This is as big a mistake as 
the other. The first-class citrus land 
of California is not all at Riverside and 
Redlands. By no means. 


ScHEMEs for the irrigation of large 
tracts of land are numerous just now 
in. Southern California. Pipe lines, 
flumes, artesian wells, tunnels, dams 
and reservoirs are being built in every 
direction. Around Chino, Perris, San 
Bernardino and Anaheim this is spe- 
cially noticeable. The amount of 
wealth that will be added to this sec- 
tion by these water enterprises is im- 
mense. The whole face of the country 
will be changed w‘thin a few years. 
Instead of a few green oases, far 
apart, the country will be one vast gar- 
den, interspersed by a few arid tracts. 
While this is being accomplished every 
effort should be made to place irriga- 
tion bonds upon such a level that they 
will be received everywhere as the best 
of security, which they certainly are. 
These bonds are security upon the 
land for $25 per acre. Every well-in- 
formed man Knows that it is very poor 
irrigated land which does not net a 
greater annual profit than that.

OFFICE-SREKING. 


* In the earlier days of the Republic 
men sought office for the honor there 
was in it; now office is sought for the 
money the office affords, and in most 
cases for that alone. Patriotism has 


taken the place of a desire for fame. 
Money has been exalted and the Gov- 
ernment debased. The public has 
come to be regarded as the legitimate 
prey of politicians. The individual 
and not the state is to be subserved. 
The consequence of all this is that 
governments have become exceedingly 
expensive. Persons whose aim it is to 
make money out of office-holding will 
make all they can, and the more ex- 
pensive the government the better 
their show of emolument. It is with- 
in bounds to say that our State, county 
and city governments cost twice as 
much as they ought; and if we were 
to gauge them by the cost of similar 
governments fifty or seventy-five years 
ago, when office and honor were synon- 
ymous terms, they are at least four 
times as expensive as they should be. 

Why should taxes in Los Angeles 


| county, Cal., be ten times as high as 


they were in Livingston county, N. Y., 
sixty years ago? And yet they are! 
and more than ten times At that 
time, in the Empiré State, the tax was 
less than $20 upon a fully-equipped 
farm of 300 acres and much personal 
property. But persons grew not rich 
out of a single term of office in those 
days and in that State. Public affairs 
were then administered with rigid 
economy and men were honored with 
office. In those days the office sought 
the man and not the man the office. 

If the Taxpayers’ Union finds no 
derelictions in office, they will certainly 
find a mogt extravagant expenditure 
of public funds, all in accordance with 
law, and they will accomplish much by 
directing public attention to needed 
reforms in the laws of this State. 


LOOSE BOOK-KEEPING, IF NOTHING 
| WORSE. 


Edgar Moore’s reports in regard to 
the county books, published in yester- 
day’s TIMEs, contain much food for re- 
flection and cannot be flippantly dis- 
posed of without consideration. Espe- 
cially is this the case with that 
marked Report No. 4,“ referring to 
the books as kept by the Board of Su- 
pervisors from January, 1887, to Janu- 
Mr. Moore states that the mluut 
book of the boatd contains no order 
for the issuance. of moneys, when the 
printed form is presented; that the 
allowance book shows no orders for the 
allowance of money, but is ‘simply an 
index to 3 issued. The demand 
for money is thus practically the only 
record of the board’s action. The 
method in which the hoard has paid 
out money has glven the public no 
chance to exercise their right of ap- 
pearing before the board and opposing 
the allowance of any claim against the 


county. 

Mr. Moore also shows up a very pecu- 
liar transaction, in which a forced 
balance was made to equalize balances 
between the Treasurer’s and School 
Superintendent’s books. Altogether, 
there is much room for explanation. 
Without accusing anybody, at present, 
we may safely say that the county 
books have at least been very losely 
kept, leaving wide openings for fraud 
and extravagance. The matter having 
gone so far, should now be proved to 
the bottom, so that we many know 
just where we stand and have things 
done correctly in the future. The 
money concributed by taxpayers to the 
support of the county government 
should be handied just as carefully and 
economically as the funds of a private 
corporation. — 


ENGLISH LAND LAWS. 


The following extract from an article 
in the great English Liberal- Unionist 
organ, the Spectator, points out the 
danger of the land being held in the 
United States by a tenant class, and 
should encourage évery effort and 
stimulate the passage of every law to 
prevent our agricultural lands from 
being held by absentee landlords or by 
any others than those who cultivate 
them: ra 


The English tenure of land is an excel- 
lent tenure. ‘Socially, it covers the country 
with a class leisured enough to keep up a 
high standard of civilization, yet so depend- 
ent upon agriculture as never to be indiffer- 
ent to its improvement, orte the welibeing 
and content of those Who pursue it as an 
occupation. Economidéally, it allows the cul- 
tivator the use of the soil without depriving 
him of the capital without which scientific 
agriculture (agriculture through the asso- 
ciated labor which makes every other indus- 
try succeed) can be made to pay. We have 
no dispute with tuose who hold it to be a 
wiser tenure than occupying proprietor- 
ship, and no wish in the world that in En- 
gland it should be exchanged for peasant 
proprietorship. But the whole history of 

e world on three continents shows that 
the majority of agriculturists will not work 
contentedly under-it; that it frightens and 
worries them to death, and that they will 
keep on upsetting political order until they 
have an unassailable: hold upon the soil. 
They will consent to eat less, if only they 
may ba ve more security. They all think if 
they pay rent with eviction as penalty for 
non-payment, that they skall be evicted or 
asked for an ever increasing rent, and that 
means, ‘to their minds, simply des- 
pair. Even peasants like the French 
and Belgians, who are splendidly and 
consistently industrious, feel this, and 
the Irish feel it to a degree which 
makes them, on this subject, the most un- 
reasonable, and sometimes, among the most 
wicked of mankind, Crime ceases to be 
crime with them if it adds to security of 
tenure, If the church disapproves a leader 
who promises freeholds, they turn a deaf 
ear to the church. They will even lay aside 
rancors, which, like all peasant rarcors, 
are in the very substance of their blood, in 
order to secure their land; and at this mo- 
ment there is not a tenant'in Irelahd, how- 
ever fierce a Fenian he may be, who has not 
in his head a sneaking kindness for Mr. 
Balfour, because, base and brutal as he 
must, being the English mouthpiece, neces-

THE RANCHO PAUMA. 


A Suit to Eject Squatters from the 

Domain. 

{San Diego Union.1 

The suit which has reeently been 
commenced in the Superior Court to 
quiet title to certain portions of, the 
Pauma rancho is one of unusual inter- 
‘at. 

The rancho was granted in 1846 to 
José Antonio Sarano and José Aguilar 
by Gov. Don Pio Pico on condition that 
all tbe Indians at that time living on 
the rancho were never to be diaturbed. 
In more recent years other Indians 
from neighburing ranches have looked 
upon the fair valleys and sloping fer- 
tile hillsides with covetous eyes, and 
finally have squatted upon the tract 
one by one until their number 
has become so slarming to the 
proprietors who are now suing for 
what is practically a writ of eject- 
ment. At one time the Rancho Pauma 
was offered to the Gevernment as an 
Indian reservation at a certain price, 
but for some reason the offer was de- 
clined. The rauch is a very valuable 
one, and contains something over thir- 
teen thousand of acres of land. It is 
onthis tract that the San Luis Rey 
Water Company contemplate securing 
a large portion of their water supply.“ 

The rancho is under control of t 
Catholic Church, being owned by it, in 
fact, aud the action to evict the in- 
truders will be vigorously prosecuted. 
In order to quiet title tothe rancho, 
Bishop Francis Mora ot Los Angelés 
bas begun action in the Superior Couft 
against; those who have invaded the 
region.

FRUIT 


A BIG HARVEST 


Progress Noted on Every Hand— 
City Counclil’s Saturday Meeting 
Business Brevities and 
Personal Mention. 


At the reporter’s solicitation 
Inspector C. H. Richardson and George 
H. Rogers, who have just returned 
from a week’s trip, taking in a number 
of our prominent fruit centers, kindly 
furnish us with a brief account of their 
observations en route. 

Beginniug with Ontario, they state 
the outlook for next season’s orange 
crop is very promising, with a large 
area of new territory planted to citrus 
fruits this spring. The gtape crop 
looked exceedingly fine, the vines 
showing no disease. Apricots and 
pears promise well, while the prune 
crop will be light. Quite an interest 
has been taken in the cultivation of 
the sugar beet at Ontario for the Chino 


factory located, a few miles away. 
- Unimproved land here ranged in price 


from three bundred to six hundred 
dollars per acre, and improved all the 
way from five hundred to two thousand 
dollars an acre according to location 
and age of trees. 

At Redlands a general air of activity 
seemed to prevail. A large area of 
land outside of the center limits is 
being improved, principally to oranges, 
while the young groves a year or two 
old look very thrifty and promising. 
Unimproved lands and improved 
ranged in price about the same as at 
Ontario. The orange crop promised to 
be excellent. 

In going to West Highlands through 
San Bernardino a large number of dead 
and dying trees were noticed, em- 
bracing peach, apple, pear, pepper and 
eucalyptus, and upon inquiring the 
cause itis was stated that it was owing 
to an excess of water standing near 
the surface. Fine fields of barley were 
observed in that neighborhood, much of 
it already cut, and balance quite ready 
for the harvest. West Highlands has 
a promising future in respect to the 
growth of citrus fruits. Its location is 


nt once elevated and sightly, while itis 


claimed that severe winds are un- 
known. The soilis rich and easily 
worked, and apparently well adapted 
to the cultivation of the orange and 
lemon, while the water supply from 
the Bear Valley source is accessible 
uud abundant. A large area of land is 
being brought under cultivation. By- 
ron O. Clarke, formeriy of the Park 
nursery, Pasadena, is located here on 
sixty acres of land, and it begins to 
show his thrifty hand in the way of a 
young nursery, etc. 

At Riverside all was bustle and ac- 


_tivity, Orange property at Riverside 


is on the advance, and ten-acre tracts 
of finest improved, which could be 
bought last year for $20,000 are now 
held at $25,000, and one sale at the lat- 
ter price occurred very recently. The 
oldest grove visited was that of James 
Hewetson, embracing all told twenty- 
seven — a balf acres, six of which 
were seedling trees some eighteen years 
old. From this six acres Mr. H. re- 
ceived this year $7500, and from his 
whole tract of citrus fruits the sum of 
512,000. A very large area of land has 
been set to oranges this year at River- 
side, a careful estimate placing the 
number of acres at 3500, and a grand 
total of 25,000 acres to date. 
Tibbett’s place were seen the two origi- 
nal Washington Navel orange trees 
from which all the present Navel stock 
in Southern California originated. 
The trees were 14 years old, and came 
originally from the Island of Bahaia, 
being sent to Mrs. Tibbetts from the 
Department of Agriculture at Wasb- 
ington, D. C. 

Through the kindness of Dr. Claflin. 
president of the horticultural commis- 
sion, we were driven into numerous 
orange groves, in one of which inspec- 
tord were ot work searching for the 
troublesome scale; occasionally an iso- 
lated one is found, when the tree is 
immediately marked with a biue line 
encircling the trunk, and in due course 
of time is treated effectually with 
hydrocyanic acid gas, the latter process 
only being done at night, as daylight 
interferes with the action of the chem- 
jeuls. Eternal vigilance’ is the 
mortoat Riverside, and thus far the 
postiferous scale and other injurious 
insects are com arative strangers. 

At Mr. Garcelon’s orange grove we 
were kindly shown by him through his 
lemon-house, and given an insight into 
his method of curing the same. 

The lemon industry, yet in its in- 
fancy in Southern California, is des- 
tined to become of great importance, 
and our fruit eventually will supercede 
the foreign production to a great ex- 
tent, as already has the raisin. 
Through all the towns that we passed 
there were evident signs of increasing 
prosperity, and the same general feel- 
ing was indulged in by all with whom 
we conversed, a pretty sure indicator 
of the sigus of the times.

THE RAILROADS. 


Prospects of an Eastern Rate 
| War. 


IMPORTANT ENABLING 


A Chicago Road’s Monopoly—Cutting 
Off Official Heads—- The Coast = 
Line—General Local and 
Personal Mention. 


The Lilinois Legislature has passed a law 
which enables railroads of that State to buy 
the stock of connecting roads in other 


reasonable provisions for the extension of 


time imposing certain restrictious, Ever 
since 1855 railroads in IIliuols have had the 
right to make leases and operating contracts, 
and buy personal property, including stock, 
in connection with the leases, and there has 
been a general law for buying roads in other 
States for some time, But in some of the 
States the restrictions and conditions are 
such that an extension into one of them is 
a very expensive matter in addition to the 
cost of construction. In new States like 
Montana the power to lease is not yet given 
by the local law, and the only way it can be 
done is fur the Illinois company to hold the 
stock, the local road having been organized 
as a distinct corporation, This bill gives 
the Illinois companies the right te hold this 
stock, not in general, but only of roads 
with which they connect in other States. 
SCRAP HEAP. 

The Santa Barbara Press says: Wright 
& Day state thatthe werk of making ab- 
stracts of titie for the railroad right-of-way 
is now almost completed, By tonight it 
will be finished from the San Luis Obispo 
line to Dos Pueblos.“

A fine of $100 and costs has been im 
upon the lilinois Central by Chairman 
Finley of the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion for non-compliance with the order that 
passenger fares from St. Louis to Chicago 
be restored to $7.50 May 17. 

One of the Huntington roads, the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio, is practicing retrenchment 
with a vengeance, anda number of gen- 
eral’ and “assistant general“ officers will 
have to go. While President Ingalis is re- 
ceiving the credit for the whulesale dis- 
charge of officers, it is said the board of 
directors has caused it all, because it 
thought there are too many high-salaried 
officers, 

Empioyés of the express — a are 
greatly concerned over the news item to the 
effect that an English syndicate is said to 
be negotiating in New York for the pur- 

hase of the stock of all the express com- 
ene in America; with the intention of 
orming a gigantic trust.

Lompoc (C. B. Hughston)—The hay crop 
will be large. The wind bas done some 
damage to the barley and wheat crop, but 
not serious. The fruit crop will be good 


from present indications. 


Verdugo (J. © Snerer)—The warm 


weather is drying up the natural grass ra 


idly, which will result in a scarcity of feed 
as compared with the bountiful supply of 
the last two weeks. Fruit-growers are busy 
irrigating citrus trees and small fruite, 
Budded orange trees have set a heavy crop. 
Deciduous fruits are a light crop generally, 
except a few varieties of peaches and Bart- 
lett pears. 

Pomona College, Claremont (Prof. Fred- 
erick Starr)—Thée weak was cool and 
cloudy, except the last two days, which 
were warm and pleasant. ‘Tbe temperature 
on the 4th was 80°; the lowest for the week 
was 45°. Rainfall, .02 inches. Hay and 
strawberries were somewhat lujured by the 
rain and cool weather. Fruits and vege- 
tables are doing well in this immediate 
neighborhood. 

Kedlands (Scipio Craig)—Cut hay was 
slightly injured by rain on June 1. 
Weather cloudy up to Wednesday noon, 
when it cleared. Fruit crops are in good 
condition.

Riverside (W. E. Keith)—The tempera- 
ture for May was 5.2“ below the average for 
the past ten years.

Anaheim (M. Ne eng) — The early part 
of the week was cool and cloudy; the last 
two days bright and warm. Fruits need 
warm, sunny weather to mature. 

Santa Ana (H. A. Peabody)— Fruit grow- 
ing nicely. Orange trees, especially the 
budded, will yield enormously. Grain is 
filling nicely; the yield willbe above the 
average. The hay crop is immense. 

Tustin (L. D. Buss)—The weather has 
been gradually growing warmer and clearer, 
and is all that could be desired at present, 
both for harvesting grain and promoting the 
growth of vegetation in general.
